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EMERGENCY ORDER 2020-14 
 

NON-CONTACT TEMPERATURE SCREENING AT CITY FACILITIES 
 
As the Director of Emergency Services pursuant to Fresno Municipal Code Section 2-505, and 
by the powers invested in me by Fresno Municipal Code Section 2-506, I hereby issue the 
following orders, to be effective immediately and for so long as the City’s declared emergency 
is in effect related to COVID-19: 
 

1. Individuals entering City of Fresno facilities shall participate in a non-contact temperature 
screening as a condition of entry. 

 
2. Temperature screeners shall wear an approved mask, gloves and face shield. 

  
3. Those with an elevated temperature (results at or above 100.4° Fahrenheit, 38° Celsius) 

shall not be permitted to enter the facility. 
 

4. If the individual with an elevated temperature is a City employee, Risk Management shall 
be notified and a workgroup risk assessment shall be completed. 

 
5. This Order shall be subject to amendment or repeal at any time, and shall not be deemed 

to confer any contractual obligations, property rights, or assume any City liability. 
 

6. If any provision of this Order or its application to any person or circumstance is held to be 
invalid, then the remainder of the Order, including the application of such part or provision 
to other persons or circumstances, shall not be affected and shall continue in full force 
and effect. To this end, the provisions of this Order are severable. 
 

7. Any Employee who violates this Order may be subject to disciplinary action, up to and 
including termination.
